THE LOST BILL. 


The Eureka Sentinel of March 1 
contains an article headed “The 
Reclamatien Fraud,“ and gives 
Senator Schooling’s reasons for op- 
posing the Marker bill. From a 
careful reading of the article we fail 
to find any good argument in Sen- 
ator Schooling’s reasons. The 
Sentinel says: 

Mr. Schooling showed that the wa- 
ters, which it is proposed in the bill 
to dam up and diffuse over the thirsty 
soll of Nevada, are nearly all held by 
private persons, who have acquired 
their rights from the State and the 
general government, and that it would 
be a monstrous thing for the State to 
— in = — — — — 
zens in their vested ts, Dp 
above them towards the — asusen 
and by diverting water therefrom put 
in question the riparian rights of pro- 
prietors. 


We do not believe Mr. Schooling 
showed anything of the kind. We 
do not believe that the thirsty soil 
of Nevada could possibly absorb the 
water now running to waste if it 
was properly utilized, or deprive 
our farmersof onesingle drop. If 
our waste water was saved, as in- 
tended by the Marker bill, the rights 
of ditch companies would be better 
protected than they are now, and 
their property made still more val- 
uable, for it would have rendered it 
ever impossible for them to suffer 
for the want of it, let the season be 
ever sodry. The question of inter- 
fering with the riparian rights of 
anybody is just no argument at all. 
There is not a rancher in this 
county who does not know that 
there is water enough sunk in Pyr- 
amid Lake every year to water ev- 
ery square inch of territory in the 
county, if it could be stored and 
used when needed. Again: 


He showed very conclusively that 
anything likethe grand ranch scheme 
on the part of the State, as proposed 
by Mr. Marker, even if it could be 
equitably and decently put into prac- 
tice, would be destructive to the pres- 
ent flourishing interests of the State. 


“The present flourishing inter- 
ests of the State“ is good. Is our 
State so prosperous that her citizens 
are willing to sit down and not 
make an effort to become producers 
instead ef consumers? Is our pop- 
ulation e enough now to justify 
us in telling honest, well-to-do 
families, seeking a home on this 
coast, to pass on, that we want no 
such element as you offer us; we do 
not care to have you come here and 
build a home and beautify our des- 
ert lands; if you come you will in- 
terfere with our “‘ripariaa rights“ 
pass ou? The Sentinel says further: 


The products of the soil are now 
valueless, because the demand in the 
State is coextensive with the supply 
or nearly so. Su the quantity of 
grain and hay in Nevada is materially 
increased, we would have to look to 
California for a market. 


Whether the Sentinel intends the 
above Paragraph as another one of 
Senator Schooling’s reasons we do 
not know, but hope not, for we 
believe the gentleman to be better 
posted on Nevada’s agricultural in- 
terests than to make any such ar- 
gument. Nearly all of our bam, 
bacon, butter, eggs, flour, fruit and 
the greater part of the barley and 
oats consumed in the State, besides 
vegetables, for vine months in the 
year, come from California. In 
fact, the people of this State have 
been in the employ of California, 
figuratively speaking, ever since 
Nevada was first recognized by the 
Government authorities as an inde- 
pendent star in the galaxy of States. 
When our mines were producing 
millions, and that the only and par- 
amount industry we had to lean 
upon, California, who reaped the 
benefits. Our mineral wealth was 
taken from under our feet and 
turned over to that State. Nevada 
contributed more to make San 

Francisco what she is te-day than 


ter of the State. We feel anxious 
to better our condition. We feel 
anxious to become a prosperous 
people. We would like to have 
capital assist usin developing our 
agricultural interests. We are 
anxious to increase our population 
with an element well stocked with 
brainsand an honest pu toassist 
in building homes, rease our 
taxable property and share with us 
the governmental burdens. Our 
soil produces the finest potatoes 
ever grown. California likes them 
and buys all we have to sell and 
wants more. We would like to see 
Nevada furnish that State with all 
she can dispose of. Elko county 
shipped 1,000 tons of barley last 
year to our sister State. We would 
like to see her do it every year. 
Humbeldt county sent 500 tons of 
wheat to that State this Fall. It 
would be gratifying to know Hum- 
boldt was able to send them 
twice that amount every year. 
If we had more grass land we could 
sell more beef, and our home con- 
sumption would be greater. A good 
system of irrigating our wastes 
would bring about this gratifying 
result. There is nothing wrong in 
askiug the State to lend its aid with 
that object in view. If it is wrong 
for the State to appropriate $100,000 
to assist in reclaiming desert land 
it is wrong to memorialize Congress 
to appropriate $250,000 to bore arte- 
sian wells for the same purpose. If 
it was right for Senator Schooling 
te oppose the Marker bill he would 
have been excusable if he had op- 
posed the joint memorial sent to 
Congress asking for Government 
aid. We believed the Marker bill 
one of the best measures ever intro- 
duced in our State Legislature, and 
think so still. We also taink that 
two years hence such a law will 
be enacted, and we hope the Washoe 
delegation will stand as a unit the 
next opportunity they have to sup- 
port a bill calculated to be of such 
material benefit to our agricultural 
interest. An intelligent farmer in 
Washoe Valley told us the other 
day that he could sell ten times the 


potatoes, eggs, chickens, butter, 
cheese, hogs, hay, beef, etc., pro- 
duced in this State.

it presents one of the best flelds on 
the coast for both prospectors, busi- 
ness men and investors.
